JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The dates by the present mail extend to the 28th Jan. By the 
Pacific mail, received on 12th, we have dates to 24th. The follow- 
ing summary is from the Japan Herald :— 

One of the chief events has been the change in the native 
calendar, by which the length of their months and years will as- 
similate to that of other nations. The suddenness of the change 
has caused some trouble among the trading classes, principally 
on account of their annual settling time having this year been 
shortened by a month, but by general consent a month’s grace 
has been allowed. 

Mr. E. Peshine Smith, adviser on International Law to the 
Japauese Government, has appeared in the American Consular 
Court, to answer a complaint for having omitted to register him- 
self as an American citizen, and has been fined and ordered to 
register himself forthwith. His defence, erroneous statements, 
and ludicrous law, convulsed the Court with laughter. Mr. Con- 
sul Shepard gave judgment on the 20th inst. Defendant was 
fined $10 and costs, and ordered to register himself.. The Mi- 
nister’s letter to Mr. Shepard declares that Mr. Smith’s state- 
ment, made in Court, that the-section of the Consular Court 
Regulations, requiring American citizens to register, ‘‘ had been 
disapproved by the Department of State,” is “ wholly untrue,” 
and snubs the Consul for giving any credence to it. 

A farewell dinner was given at Hamagoten on Saturday night 
by the Japanese Commission for the Vienna Exhibition to the 
Austro-Hungayian Commission, at which were present H. E. 
Okuma, sessions, H. E. Sano, vice-president, and the other mem- 
bers of the Imperial Commission—Mr. Dohmen, Mr. Kemperman, 
Dr. Wagner, and Mr. Kramer ; H. KE. Count Fé d’Ostiani was 
lie i from attending by illness ; Baron von Siebold, Captain 

assallo, and Mr, Henry von Siebold, being attached to the Im- 
perial Commission, were also present. 

It is stated that, according to information furnished by the 
Finance Department, the total cost of the railway between this 
and Yedo is $1,443,000, and that the working expenses amount 
to thirty-five per cent. of its gross earnings. 

The Mikado visited the Kaigunshoyu for the purpose of wit- 
nessing the evolutions which were gone through by the boats of 
the Japanese squadron then lying off Shinagawa, near Yedo. 
Admiral Ito directed the manoeuvres by signal, and was in attend- 
ance upon his Majesty. 

The mysterious disappearance of Dr. Berlin, formerly of the 
Prussian Legation here, who was a passenger on board the Relief, 
from Kobe, has not been unravelled. He is supposed to have 
fallen overboard, or to have committed suicide on coming into 

ort. 
: We hear of an extraordinary transaction in rabbits. Some 
twenty-two of these animals were the other day imported, and 
sold to Japanese for the modest sum of upwards of $1,100. ‘here 
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are only two thoughts that suggest themselves in referehee tu 
this transaction; one is, astonishment at the outrageous price 
asked and obtained, and the extreme folly of those who gave it. 

Kawamura, of Kaigunshoyu, pe capenied by Nakamuta, Rear 
Admiral, superintendent of the Naval Callege, will proceed to the 
Austrian Exhibition ; afterwards they will visit the priacipal ar- 
senals of Europe, with the object of acqillting information ealou- 
lated to be of service to the Japanese Government. 

Mra. de Long and Madame de Butzow had the honour of being 
presented to her Majesty the Empress. 

Silently atid ¥lgollrvusly the Japanese Governtnent is effecting 
reforms that aré based tipon thé priticiples of morality. As in 
most Asiatic nations, a residence among the Japanese people wns 
formerly very trying to & European, especially toalady. Offences 
against what seems to u3 instinctive decency shocked propriety at 
all places, and on all occasions. Gradually the needed reforms 
have taken place; and now, nakedness is comparatively well 
clothed, public bathing is regulated and screened, and former out- 
rages to our sense of decency, in the shops, of huge toys, and vile 

ictures have disappeared. Tho latest improvement that has been 
Dae without the flourish of trumpets, or of public announcement, 
is the erection in Yedo, atconvenient distances, of small urinals. 
Such improvements in public propriety are advances in true 
civilisation, and as such they merit the approbation of civilised 
nations. 

It is not expected that Mr. Mori, Minister Resident in Wash- 
ington, will leave San Francisco before March. Mr Woyeno, who 
replaces him, will, together with Mr. Yano, leave for Washington 
during next month. Mr. Hyashi will also take his departure for 
Hong Kong about the same time. 


NAGASAKI. 

A native banking establishment has just commenced business 
at Nagasaki. The Company consists of thirteen well-known 
names of high standing at this port, five of whom act as directors 
or managers, each taking the department he is most qualified to 
act in. The capital at their command is stated to be Rios 
800,000, of which Rios 260,000 have been called up for immediate 
use 


We learn that propositions have been sent to the Japanese 
Government at Yedo to establish a publis school at this port, 
upon a principle that will bring it within the reach of all. A 
Banking Company, named Riseyshosha, in Hamanomachi, has 
contributed 200 rios towards the expenses. The same Company 
has also contributed 100 rios towards repairing the streets and 
removing the steps to enable Jinrikishas, &c., to travel through 
the native town. This company has been rewarded by the 
Government with 7 rios and a half. It sounds strange to hear of 
a small sum like this being presented to a wealthy company, but 
we understand that it is looked upon in the same light, and con- 
veys @ similar meaning to a present given by Western govern- 
ments of a telescope for rescuing lives at sea. 

We hear that the steamer Union which has been in the hands 
of the Japanese since 1865, has been sold at Hiogo to a foreign 
firm for $16,000, and is now under the American flag. She called 
in here last week en route for Shanghai. 

‘The line of native mail steamers which has been running 
between Tokei, Yokohama, and Osaka for some time past is to 
be extended during the next two months. Nagasaki is to be 
included in the list of places at which the vessels will call. 
Kinokonhia of Hamanomachi is to be the Agent for the line at 
this port. 

During the week the Board of Works has erected several 
posts in this settlement, bearing the names in Japanese and 
English given to the streets by the Japanese authorities. They 
are about six inches square by two feet high, and are capable of 
being greatly improved upon. We should have thought that 
brands nailed up in conspicuous places would have answered 
much better. 








CHINA.

TIENTSIN, 
FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

As-usual at this time of the year things are very quiet, and 
in reviewing the past year, as regards trade at Tientsin, it has 
been most unsatisfactory for all kinds of goods, more especially 
Manchester goods, which show a loss, The greatly depressed 
state of trade is principale to be accounted for by the disastrous 
inundations around Tientsin during the last eighteen months, 
and it is a sad reflection when it is known that these inundations 
could have been prevented but for the apathy of the Chinese 
Government, who, by looking to the state of the banks of the 
rivers, drainage of the country, &c., &c., could have rendered 
such a calamity impossible. No. The Chinese Government pre- 
fer spending vast sums of money in the purchase of Krupp’s 
guns, torpedoes, &c., which are, to the present hour, perfectly 
useless, as they lack the science and appliances to work these 
scientifically, and they are not prepared yet for such an advanced 
step in warfare. Llowever, they are most energetically fortifying 
the forts at Taku and in various parts‘of the river Peiho. 

Leu-Hungchung, who is by no meansa friend to foreigners, has 
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I¢ft Tientsin, and a new Governor has been appointed in his stead. 

e Will probably reside at the capital of this province and pull the 
wires, as General Von Moltke did in the Prussian war. Doubtlessthe 
Ministers at the Capital are keeping their Governments fully 
posted up and urging the introduction of railways; inland steam 
communication being the only way this vast and rich country can 
be opened up, and ‘Ticntsin is the most important point to com- 
mence at, as in the event of the valuable coal mines within 180 
miles of Tientsin being worked by experienced miners from Europe 
who would of course bring the requisite machinery. Tientsin 
would be a valuable port for export, and steamers, &c.. would be 
entirely indepondent of supplies of coal from either England or 
N.S.W. Coal would not be the only valuable export from Tien- 
tsin, but minerals of all kinds—c>al could be supplied at acost of 
about £1 10s.perton. Takuinmy opinion would be the great depot, 
as a railway could easily be made from Tientsin to Taku, and a 
great matter to steamers which experience difficulty in getting 
up at certain times of the year,fand in boisterous weather it is 
an impossibility. 

To illustrate one little advantage of railway communicaticn, 
supposing, first, there was a railway from Taku to Tientsin, thence 
to Peking, about 103 miles, and a steamer from Shanghai arriving 
at four o’clock in the afternoon and a train in readiness to start, 
the capital would be reached in four hours; at present it takes 
from Taku to Peking, a straight road all the way, three to four 
days by cart, or sixty days by boat, and to this hour our ministers 
are not allowed to have a steam barge to take them from Tientsin 
to Tungchow, which is distant from Peking fourteen miles ; they 
must travel by Chinese clumsy boats. taking on an average five 
days to reach Tungchow. Monsieur Geofroy, the French Minister, 
on his first visit to the capital, took exactly six days, with all the - 
discomforts possible attending these boats, whereas # good steam 
barge, drawing two fect, could have taken him up in thirty hours 
with ease. This in a small way shows the dogged stubbornness of 
the Chinese to facilitate travelling in the north of China. Unless 
all the Ministers are united in their strong protests against such 
obstructiveness, in the present day we can hops for no improve- 
ment in China, and it is all the more provoking when we know that 
the Chinese themselves are most anxious for their country to be 
opened up, which would add millions to the revenue of England, 
and it is the Government officials only who are azainst it, as their 
power and squeezes would then be a thing of the past. Work 
done at present in most of their arsenals, which causes heavy 
drain on the Exchequer, is of no earthly use, and to prove in one 
way it is so, at the present moment at the Tientsin Arsenal they 
are making caps for the old “ Brown Bess,” and insisted on get- 
ting the old machinery and men from home to enable them to 
make the caps, although advised not to do so. 

I think much good would be done if the Ministers at Peking 
were to visit the Treaty ports every year and confer with the mer- 
chants and Chambers of Commerce; such conferences would 
be productive of much good. This isolated residence at Peking 
is far from being advisable in the present day. The Ministers 
would then be able to lay matters before their respective Govern- 
ments in a clear and forcible light. Your readers may not know 
that the Russian merchants at Ticntsin, in paying duties on their 
teas and goods, pay only a premium of 3 4-10ths per cent. on the 
Government Haikwan Tael, whereas other nationalties pay 5 per 
cent., 1 6-10ths in excess of the Russians. Why, this should call 
for an explanation from our Minister under the Favoured Nation 
Treaty clause ; all should be placed on the same footing. 


, SHANGHAI. 

Our advices from this port extend to the 31st Jan.; the 
P. and O. mail from London, Nov. 29, arrived out on the 20th, 
and the following French mail of Dec. 6 on the 2Ist Jan.; the 
P. and O. mail of Dec. 13, due on the 30th Jan., had not arrived 
when this mail left. The following summary of news is from 
the North China Herald :— 

The offices of the China Mercantile Steam Navigation Com. 
pany were inaugurated on the 17th Dec., at the premises recently 
occupied by Mr. Low, in the French Concession, and in accordance 
with Chinese custom on such occasions, the managing mandarin, 
Chu, gave a reception to foreign and native officials, as also to 
the foreign and native friends of the company. 

The punbost Curlew has succeeded in rescuing the shipwrecked 
crew of the Benares. The Curlew arrived off the Loochoo group 
on the 30th December, and anchored at Hancock Bay, afterwards 
proceeding to the northern part of the islands, where sfv"lcarnt 
of the whereabouts of the shipwrecked sailors. When these were 
found they were taken on board, and as it was feared coal might 
run short, the gunboat left for Foochow, where a supply was ob- 
tained. On the 27th January the circumstances of the loss of the 
Benares were investigated by a Court of Inquiry, presided over b 
oprah Medhurst, which acquitted the captain and crew from all 

ame. 

The 29th of January was the Chinese New Year’s Day, and the 
receding week was almost a complete holiday in consequence. 
o the Chinese themselves this is the great festival of the year. 

They buy not, neither will they sell, but give their minds to 
eating, drinking, dressing, paying visits, firing crackers, aod 
general rejoicing. And foreigners take advantage of the genera 
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cessation of business to go up country shooting. 
ing in the Settlement have also had their full share of pleasure. 
The German Amateurs gave a successful performance in the Club 
Ooncordia, and the Mih-ho-loongs gave the annual ball, to which 
they have accustomed their friends to look forward with so much 
pleasure, with a success fully equal to those which the corps has 
already blazoned on its annals. A paper hunt came off on the 
29th Jan., which was won, after a good run, by Mr. Gilman. 

Telegraphic communication is completely interrupted both with 
Hong Kong and Nagasaki. The steamer Great Northern is 
engaged in repairing the cables. There must be three defects, 
one between Shanghai and Gutzlaff, and the other two respectively 
on the Hong Kong and Nagasaki lines. Should either of the latter 
be repaired before communication with Shanghai is re-established, 
telegrams will, we understand, be sent down to Gutzlaff by 
steamer. 

Two lots of land situated at the western extremity of the Rue 
du Consulat and belonging to Mr. T. Allen, havo been sold at 
auction by Messrs. Davis and Co. The first, No. 126, containing 
12m. 3f. 71., realised Tls. 3,092.50, or Tis. 250 per mow. The 
second lot, No. 127, containing 6m. 4f. 61. 1h., brought Tls. 1,776, 
or Tls. 275 per mow. 

Rinderpest is still very prevalent, and is steadily increasing 
amongst the cattle in and around Shanghai, and several cases of 
offering the diseased meat for sale as food have been brought be- 
fore the Mixed Court by the Inspector of Markets. In two in- 
stances no conviction ensued, from the difficulty of ascertaining 
who was the true owner, but the meat was ordered to be de- 
stroyed ; and in a third a fine of $20 was imposed. Between 
thirty and forty cattle have died or been slaughtered lately be- 
suuee of the rinderpest, their carcases being rendered unmarket- 
able. 

The Customs statistics of trade at Shanghai for the fourth 
quarter of 1872 show that the total number of vessels entered dur- 
ing‘that period was 520, and cleared 527, against 453 and 468 re- 
spectively in 1871. Theimport of Grey Shirtings was 859,400, 
against 1,282,100 ; T-Cloths 1,127,300, against 1,028,200 ; English 
Drills 263,590, against 123,700, American 5,210, against 540, and 
Dutch 75,000 against a similar number last year. The import of 
Jeans, Chintzes, Turkey Reds, Velvets, and Lawns and Muslins, 
was considerably larger than in 1871. Camlets show an increase 
of 4,000 pieces, Tastings of 5,000, Long Ells 4,000, and 
Spanish Stripes of 2,500 pieces; Lustres, a falling of of 
7,000. Iron figures tor 46.600 piculs, against 43,800; Lead 
13,500, against 10,200 ; Tin 10,300, inst 6,600 piculs. 
Steel fell from 3,957 to 1,511 piculs. The import of foreign 
coal was 40,000, against 22,000 tons, of Brown Sugar 
37,000, against 15,000, and of White 8,700, against 3,000 piculs. 
Opium figures for 13,260 piculs, against 10,938—the increase being 
in Patna and Benares, while Malwa shows a slight decrease. 
Only 6,170 pieces of Grey Shirtings were sent to the interior 
under transit pass, against 57,490 in 1871; 24,400 pieces of 
T-Cloths, against 29,600. In fact, a decrease.is observable in most 

articles, except Jeans, Long Ells, Nail-rod Ironand Tin. Notably, 
Lustres fell from 6,248 pieces in 1871 to 60 in the corresponding 
quarter of 1872, and Drills from 13,000 to 2,000. The Revenue 
collected during the quarter shows an excess over 1871 of Tis. 
483 ; there was ar off in most branches, except Tonnage 
Dues and Opium, which, however, show a more than counter- 
balancing increase. 

A fire has occurred among 8 row of Chinese houses in the Rue 
Mission, street in the heart of the French Concession, running 
at right angles to the west of the Rue Montauban. The fire was 
noticed early, but was in such a dense neighbourhood and so far 
from the Central Station that it was some time before the alarm 
became general, The Mih-ho-loongs were soon on the scene, and 
set to work to cut off the fire in the direction in which it seemed 
most inclined to travel by pulling down one of the houses. Mean- 
while two of the French fire-engine companies—No. 5 and the 
Compagnie du Gas—were getting hose laid to the City moat, and 
when they got into play the fire succumbed rapidly, leaving the 
ruins of five houses to mark the spot. A fire has also occurred in 
a house at the corner of the Rues Consulat and Petite. For- 
tunately the outbreak had been observed in good time, and its 
progress was arrested before much mischief was done. 

The French mail steamer Donnai was detained twenty-four 
hours at the Woosung bar, and succeeded in getting over only 
after discharging a great part of her cargo. Complaint on this 
subject has become almost as wearisome as it has proved futile. 
A rebellion sgainst payment of tonnage dues until dredgers are 
set to worte,,;ould seem to be the only practical remedy. These 
dues amounted, at Shanghai, during the quarter just ended, to 
Tis. 30,143—Tls, 8,000 more than in the corresponding quarter 
of 1871, and 6,000 more than in 1870. 

The annual meeting of Hankow Land Renters was held on the 
10th and 22nd January. The municipal revenue during the past 

ear amounted to Tls,4,545, and the expenditure to Bs. 3,726, 

essrs. Ramsay, Anderson, Dawbarn, and Falconer were elected 
@ municipal council for the ensuing year. Difficulties having 
arisen with regard to the interpretation of the land regulations, 
the-new council were requested to revise them, and lay the result 
of their labours before a general meeting. 

From an edict lately published in the Peking Gazette, we learn 
that the Government still keep up the form of prohibiting thé 
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Those remain- | cultivation of the poppy in the Empire. Crops are to be rooted 


up, and officials who connive at the practice are to be punished. 

A rumour is current in Peking that Li Hung-chang is to be 
appointed Governor-General at ‘Nanking, and to be succeeded in 
Chibli by Mao Chang. 





HONG KONG. 

Dates are to the 6th Feb. The P. and O. mail of 13th Dee. ar- 
rived 24th Jan., and the French mail of 20th on the lst Feb. 

The China Mail has the following on the opening of Hainan, 
which has been lately noticed by Mr. Akroyd in the House of 
Commons :—A year since it was announced semi. officially through- 
out China that the port of Kiung Chow on Hainan was about 
to be opened to foreign trade, There wasa flourish of trumpets 
and a loud fanfaronade; the Inspector-in-Chief of Customs 
went down in ceremony with two or three gunboats, declared the 
land to flowing with milk and honey, and everyone was inclined 
to think that a step was made in the right direction. But we 
are now informed on very good authority that the port is not to be 
opened, for the present at least, and matters are to remain in statu 
guo. For the past year Mr. Allen has been waiting in Canton for 
the opening of the port, in order to proceed there and assume the 
functions of H. B.M.’s Vice-Consul. We now hear that Mr. Allen 
is to take up his post as Vice-Consul at the Pagoda Anchorage, 
Foochow. We do not suppose that we have much to regret in the 
non-opening of the port. It is not probable that an island which 
produces nothing and consumes little would prove any appreciable 
addition to our trade; but we do greatly regret that we have lost 
another point on which the lever of civilisation and Western in- 
fluence might rest. How far the failure of the attempt to claim 
the opening of the island may rest on our own supineness and on 
the curious indifference of our Chamber of Commerce we do not 
venture to say ; but we have little doubt that an honest or earnest 
expression of opinion on the ea of our commercial represen- 
tatives would have prevented this melancholy fiasco. One thing 
at least seems certain, that the non-opening of the port is not 
due to any conservative action on the part of the Foreign 
Customs, for we understand that a Commissioner has been in wait- 
ing, and that even a Custom-house has been rented at Hainan, 
for more than a year past. 

A ship-broker, Mr. F. Koenig, attempted to abscond from 
Hong Kong, in the yacht the Anna, to Saigon, with liabilities 
of $40,000 to $50,000. Mr. F. Grobein, of Messrs. Sander and 
Co., to whom he owed $21,000 odd for someshare transactions, went 
in pursuit next day in the afternoon in the tug Fame, and came 
up with the yacht at anchor near an island not far off. The de- 
faulter gave up some $6,400 worth of property, confessed his 
guilt, and was committed for trial. . 

The yacht race for a sweepstakes and pe added by the Club 
was sailed on the 25th Jan., Wave, Naiad, and Naomi ontering. 
The yachts got away at 9.35 a.m., under lower canvas only, to 
which they were restricted for the first round by the conditions of 
the race. Naomi completed the first round at h.11.36, Vaiad at 
h.11.37.10, Wave at h.ll41. ,They then set working topsails 
and jib topsails and started on the second round, which Naomi 
completed by h.11.43.10, Wave finishing at h.1.45.30, and Naiad 
at h.1.59.40. For the last round all sail was sot, and Vaomi 
came in a winner at h.3.51.10. 

The aaleyently meeting of the Shareholders of the Hong Kong 
Hotel Company, Limited, was held on the 23rd, the following gen- 
tlemen present :—Messrs. E. R. Belilios (in the chair), Q P. 
Chater, O. H. Burrows (Directors), Ed. Baker (Secy.), H. Melchers, 
W. Wheeler, C. S. Sherwood, Ed. Arthur, A. E. Vaucher, H. C. 
Erdmann, H. Foss, and H. Cohen. The Secretary read the notice 
convening the meeting, and the report also. The Chairman, in 
congratulating the shareholders on the improved state of the 
Company’s affairs, stated that the Directors hoped that during 
the present year the Company would be able to pay a dividend of 
at least 6 per cent. on the capital, while during the same period 
they expected to pay off a sum of $5,000 of their debt. 

Messrs. Douglas Lapraik & Co.’s steamer Namoa, the latest 
addition to our permanent steam flect on this coast, is one of the 
largest placed on their list by the above-named enterprising firm. 
She has now been undocked for some days, and begins to assume 
that neat and trim appearante which characterises most of the 
passenger-carrying vessels peing betweon Hong Kong and the 
various Northern coast ports. The most striking features about 
the Namoa, however, do not comprise great speed or finished fit- 
tings: she has been constructed principally with an eye to the 
attainment of ample accommodation and large capacity, with a 
medium speed and a moderate consumption of coal. ; 

A decision of some importance has been given by tho Chief 
Justice, sitting in Admiralty, with reference to the M.M. 
steamer Phase. An action was brought against her for collision 
in Canton waters, and counsel raised the point that, as French 
mail steamers were entitled by treaty to the privileges of men-of- 
war, she was not amenable to the jurisdiction of the Court. The 
Chief Justice, after carefully considcring the question, adjudged 
that she was not amenable. i 

H.M.8. Adventure was paid out of commission on January 
31st, and is now laid up. The RingJove was paid off the same 
day and recommissioned next morning ; the Afidge also was put 
in commission on the lst. HM.S. Barros |left for home on 
Tuesday, the 4th Feb.

BANGKOK. 

We take the following items from the Stam Weekly Advertiser 
of 24th January :— . 

We learn that the Portuguese Consul and the Siamese Govern- 
ment are now at issue on the Spirit question, If we understand 
aright, he claims that Portuguese subjects are allowed to sell 
spirits by the Treaty that Siam has made with Portugal. The 
Siamese Government wish them to comply with the stipulations 
of the Convention with France. The Portuguese Consul contends 
that it is not binding upon Portuguese subjects, and demanded 
the release of a person who had been arrested for not having 
complied with the Franco-Siamese convention. The case, we hear, 
is to be referred to the Portuguese Government. 

‘The Siam rice mills are all idle. A few days since we learned 
from a number of rice traders who had gone to an adjoining pro- 
vince to make their usual purchases of paddy that the price 
was so very high that they returned without cargoes. It remains 
to be seen how loag paddy holders will ask for their grain prices 
that forbid exporters to purchase for a foreign market. ; 

Multitudes of Chinamen who come to Siam go to the Northern 
cities to engage in cotton and rice raising. The rice season is 
the rainy season. When this is over and the rice is matured 
and gathered the people burn over the ground and throw the 
~ cotton seed upon its surface. The roots strike down, the plants 
spring up, and eventually blossom, and the cotton matures and 
is brought to the city for the market, and the ground is again 
left free for a new rice crop. 

This region of cotton raising is said to be excellent for vege- 
tables. The country is hilly, has sand as well as rich soil, and 
needs only to be cultivated to reward the labourer with rich pro- 
ductions. A fine region for cultivators to settle. 

The German corvette Vymphe arrived off the bar on the 18th 
inst. This vessel is the first German man-of-war thar} as visited 
our port. Heretofore we have been favoured with visits from 
Prussian men-of-war. 

The Treaty with the Hanseatic Free ‘Town is now a dead letter, 
and the Prussian Treaty protects all Germans. 

The great political Powers of the European continent are Russia, 
Germany a Austria. The two latter nations have affinities that 
will draw them to each other, so that in one sense it may truly 
be said that.Russia and Germany are the great, the leading 
Powers of Europe. 

A writer in a New York paper having stated that the present 
King had abolished slavery, and that this was gwing to the tuition 
of Mrs. Leonowens, the Stam Advertiser says :—To disabuse the 
minds of those who have not the means of knowing better, we 
have only to add that neither slavery nor the system of marking 
the people in Siam have ceased to exist. ; 





STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. : 

The dates by this mail extend to Feb.13. Toe outward French 


mail of Jan. 3 arrived on Feb. 4, and the P. and O. of 10th on 
Feb. 11. The following summary is from the Straits Times :— 


The Chinese New Year festivities, which have lasted during the 
whole fortnight, and only.terminated last night, made things in 
general very dull, and the merchants have had little on their 
hands in the way of business. The Chinese population have 
been remarkably quiet, and there have been no faction fights to 
mention, the various societies having, as by common consent, 
buried their animosities in order that everyone might enjoy their 
New Year undisturbed. The only instance to the contrary was a 
slight disturbance in Tanjong Pagar Road between some Ghi Hin 
and Macao men, but it was not serious, and was of short duration. 
There have been the usual number of gambling cases, the police 
arresting no less than thirty-nine men in one gaming-house. 

There have been two murder cases during the fortnight, one 
of them being the attempted slaughter of a whole family by the 
husband,—a Tamil school-master named Gopallo Naiken, who 
after cutting the throats of his wife and two children, ended by 
drawing a razor across his own throat. The two children are 
dead, the wife is likely to recover, and the murderer’s wound is, 
we understand, not likely to prove fatal. The other case was 
that of a jealous husband, a Malay living at Changhie, who killed 
his wife by thrusting a spear into her because she refused to go 
home with him from her parents’ house. The murderer has, it 
is believed, escaped to Johore. 

The 6th instant, the anniversary of the foundation of the 
Settlement, was observed as a holiday in all the Government 
offices, but, as frequently happens, the homeward French mail 
prevented tbe merchants from doing so, and they observed Satur- 
day instead. On that day, also, Prince Philip and Prince Augustus 
of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha arrived in the colony on their return 
voyage from China en route to Batavia, and became guests at 
Government House. They were unavoidably detained here three 
days, owing to some defect in the machinery of the Messageries 
steamer to Batavia, and took advantage of this to pay a visit on 
the 7th to his Highness the Maharajah of Johore, accompanied 
by his Excellency the Governor and suite, the Colonial Secretary, 
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and Captain Denison, of H.M.8. Zebra. The party returned on the 
8th in the Colonial steamer P/uio, and at night the-Princes em- 
barked on board the steamer Vewa for Batavia. 

Our sister Settlement, Penang, is greatly incensed, and not with- 
out reason, at the conduct of his Excellency the Governor with 
respect to the proposed wharf. Some time back the question was 
mootediof building a wharf to accommodate the shipping of the port, 
and the Government promised to afford every facility for the pro- 
posed erection. The colonial engineer made surveys and prepared 
plans and estimates, which have formed the basis of the scheme, 
and, very naturally, the Penang folks supposed no obstacle would 
be raised by Government to carry it out initsintegrity. They were, 
however, we are told by the Gazette of that Settlement, surprised 
a few days ago to learn that the Governor has refused the conces- 
sion they expected, and will only grant a concession in a locality 
that will be practically useless to the promoters. Possibly the 
statement may be incorrect ; we sincerely trust it may be 80, or 
that if his Excellency has really declined to give the concession, 
the move has been dictated by substantial reasons. Certainly a 
wharf is now an absolute necessity, to accommodate the greatly 
increased steam traffic of the port. 

The Commission appointed to inquire into the riots of the 29th 
October last has made its report to Government, and his Excel- 
lency the Governor has written a minute thereupon, which, we 
understand, goes home to the Secretary of State for the Colonies 
by the present mail, but has not yet been made public here; 
both these papers will, however, appear in our next overland 

No little interest has been excited here in th Russian Campaign 
against Khiva, through the meagre but sensational telegrams 
Baron Reuter has supplied us with on the subject. One morning 
it was rumoured that a telegram had been received by Government 
of war having been declared between England and Russia. The 
climax was capped on the 6th inst., when a report was circulated, 
which every one was assured was authentic, that the Government 
had received a telegram late the previous night to hold all the 
troops in readiness for immediate embarkation, and to enlist all 
the able-bodied residents jnto a militia for local defence. Viewed 
in connection with H.E. the Governor's unpopular militia scheme, 
the report “ took” immensely. Ilong Kong appears to have been 
similarly hoaxed. 

The Java Bode stated that the visit of Rajah Brooke to Ba- 
tavia was undertaken with a view to sell the principality of Sara- 
wak to the Dutch Government, under condition that its present 
form of government should be retained, but that the Netherlands 
Indian Government declined to entertain the proposal, because 
the establishments were on too costly a scale. This statement 
was copied in our columns, and has given rise to unfavourable 
comment from newspapers abroad. Rajah Brooke has written to 
this paper a letter, denying the truth of the statement, and de- 
claring that he has never for a moment entertained such an idea. 

The Spanish s,s. Panay, Captain Elizalde, left Manila on the 
25th ult., anchored in the roads at 7 p.m. last night, and pro- 
ceeded to Tanjong Pagar this morning. She bring a full cargo, 
and 34 saloon, 10 second class, 2 Malay, and 2 Chinese passengers. 
The English passengers are Messrs. Wenley, H. Palmer, and M. 
Curtis. The steamer is an old acquaintance under new colours, 
better known here. as the Tanah Merah. Originally got out for 
a Chinese firm here, she was sold in November last to Messrs. 
Reyes and Co., of Manila—the owners of the Afindoro, Mariveles, 
and J’asig—for $90,000. Iler last voyage was from Singapore'to 
Hong Kong, thence to Manila, where she exchanged the British 
for the Spanish flag, and received her new name after Panay, one 
of the small islands of the Philippines. The Panay will now run 
regularly between Manila and Singapore. 

According to the Java Bode, the British ship Whulmina, 
Graham, bound from Hong Kong to Dunedin (New Zealand) with 
178 Chinese coolies on board, has grounded in Gaspar Straits. The 
Batavia Handelsblad says that her name is the Whirlwind, and 
that the reason of her voyage to Batavia is that the crew refused 
to continue the voyage further after the grounding. 

On the 19th January the steamer Earl Canning, one of. four 
new steamships destined to increase the number of the N.LS.N. 
Company’s fleet, arrived at Batavia, and is said to be finest and 
largest of that Company’s vessels. During the voyage out from 
Liverpool she had, owing to violent storms, to run into Gibraltar 
to repair, which delayed her arrival at her destination. Hername 
is to be changed to that of Lieutenant-General Kroesen. It is 
understood that she will be put on the Australian line. 

A Malacca letter says :—The clerk to the police magistrate, 
who was sent to H.M.’s gaol for safe keeping, on 9 charge of 
embezzlement, was brought up before the police magiytrate, and 
the case remanded, at his request, to allow him to procure jegal 
advice. He applied to the magistrate to be bailed out, and the 
application was granted, provided he could obtain sureties to the 
extent of $2,000. The defendant begged the magistrate to re- 
duce the amount of bail to $1,000, that sum having besa guaran- 
teed by good sureties, but the application was refused. 

_ The Rev. 3. R. Dingley, our new Acting Colonial Chaplain, ar- 
rived here, per steamer Japan, and preached his first sermon in 
Christ Church, before a congregation of sixty-seven persons. 

The small steamer Sea Gull, for Messrs. Lane, Crawford, and 
Co., Hong Kong, has arrived safely at Singapore, The British 
barque West Indian arrived on Saturday afternoon from the north- 
east Coast of Borneo ; she has been away from Singapore fos about 
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five months, and those on board appear to have had rather a hard 
time of it, the captain, Mr. Bruce, the consignee, and nearly the 
whole of the native crew being down with fever and ague.

IMPORTS. 


Yorouama.—There had been a quiet market, with only limited 
traneactions in auy description of goods, Grey Shirtings had been in 
rather better demand, and about 10,000 pieces, mostly 83 lbs. goods, 
had been sold at a slight improvement. Cotton Yarns were very 
dull, and a further decline in prices had taken place. In Woollen 
Goods very little had been done. A few sales of Mousseline de Laines, 
plain and crepe, had been made, at 20 to 22 cents per yard for good 
quality. The stock of these goods was heavy. Metals were dull, 
with the exception of Nail Rod, and Bar Iron, in which there had 
been some business. Quotations: G. E. Grey Shirtings, 7 Ibs., $2.25 to 
2.274 per piece; do. 8} to 8} lbs., $2.50 to 2.55; do. 9 Ibs., $2.92} to 
2.97}. Cotton Yarn, No. 16 to 24, $35.00 to 37.50 per picul; do., 28 
to 82, $48.00 to 44.00; do., 38 to 42, $44.00 to 47.00. Metals: 
Iron—Nail Rod, $3.60 to 4.80 per picul ; Bars, $4.00 to 4.70. 

Hioco-Osaka.—Owing to the change which had taken place in the 
Japanese calendar, merchants had been endeavouring to make their 
settlements earlier than usual, and had therefore been unable to make 
clearances of goods already bought, or to enter into any new contracts. 
Deliveries had been on a very small scale, and prices were generally 
weak, with the exception of Cotton Yarn and Grey Shirtings, prices 
for which were well maintained. 

Hanxow.—Contrary to expectation a considerable business had 
been transacted during the fortnight, chiefly in Grey Shirtings, which 
bad been taken freely by both dealers and speculators at an advance 
of four to five candareens with delivery after the Chinese New Year. 
Grey Shirtings 7 lbe., few transactions, but former decline completely 
recovered. (notations :—Tle. 169 to 1.72; 84 lbs. nearly 45,000 
pieces sold at Tle. 1.90 to 1.97, best held for Tis. 2.00 and upwards; 
93 lbs. aleo highcr rates, and worth Tila. 2.40 to 2.60. White Shirt- 
ings, small sales at rather better rates. T-Cloths, common still out 
of demand ; better qualities of 7 Jb. and 8 Ib. dealt in to fair extent 
for delivery after the New Year, 7 lbs. “Dollar” Chop realising Tis. 
1.56, best 8 Ibs., Tle. 1.78. Long Ella: A small eale of Scarlet at Tis. 
6.05, and for this description the market was decidedly firmer and the 
tendency upward. Metals: Lead advanced to Tia. 5.10 but very 
little doing. Quicksilver sold at Tls. 85 per picul. 

SHancHal.—Cottons: Contrary to the anticipations of inabtivity 
until after the Native New- Year Holidays, a considerable business had 
been done during the fortnight at generally improved prices. Grey 
Shirtings had been in good demand, which, however, had been met by 
the principal holders but sparingly ; higher rates being expected. 
White Shirtings continued firm, and as the stock was moderate were 
likely to be higher after the holidays Mexican T-Cloths were more 
sought after, and advanced rates were looked for; common 6 lbs. were 
alao wanted at the low current prices. Drillsand Jeans had been in 
steady reqnest, and the market closed firm. Shcetings were not gene- 
rally inquired for. Fancy Cottons: There had been a few salcs of Dyed 
Damasks and Dyed Brocades at slightly better prices for good patterns 
and assortments. Low offers were made for Scarlet Chintzes, while 
for Dimities and Musling an advance could be obtained. Gentian 
Shirtings and Turkey Red Cambrics were quiet. Woollens: Long 
Ells continued to be sought after, and were quoted higher. Camlets, 
Lastings and Figured Orleans of good quality were also in a favour- 
able position. The only noticeable feature in Metals was a speculative 
inquiry for Lead, chiefly foreign, which had raised the quotation for 
LB to Tis. 4.95, at which the market closed firm. 

Hone Konc.--In addition to the mail steamers, the Sarpedon and 
Deucalion steamers had arrived from Liverpool, and the Tyburnia sail- 
ing vessel from London, with general cargoes of merchandise. Busi- 
ness during the fortnight had been upon a very reduced scale, owing 
in a great measure to the native holidays. These were nearly fiaished, 
and with a curtailment of shipments from home and the firmneas of 
importers generally, prices were expected to show some improvement. 
No immediate advance was, however, looked for, as dealers had not 
yet quitted the supplies purchased about a month previous to date, 
and the advices from the outports still continued of a dull character. 

Cantox.—Lead was without change, but was firmly held. The 
sales during the fortnight had amounted to about 500 piculs of com- 
mon qaality, at $7.15 per picul. No business in ‘‘ LB” brand re- 
ported ; no:inal quotation, $7.25 per picul. 

Manits.—A fair amount of business had been transacted during 
the interval, and prices were firm. 

Saicon.—The demand had fallen off considerably, owing to slack- 
nees of export business, and some denominations were almost unsale- 
able. Quotations were nominal. 

Sincapore.—Mersrs. Boustead and Co. report as follows :—The 
arrivals with general cargoes are the Flintshire, Altona, and Glenlyon 
steamers from London, and the Priam steamer from Liverpool. Owing 
to the Chinese New Year holidays businees in Piece Goods has not 
been on a large scale during the past fortnight. No change of im- 
portance in prices hag taken place.

Moderate supplies and fair demand ; prices have ruled steadier, and a 
considerable busincss has been done, chiefly at $2.50, with u few at 
$2.52}; 7 Ibs. in some request at $2.10; G lbs. very dull at 41.85 to 
$1.90.

Penanc.—The import market continued very quiet until within a 
few days of the close, when a moderate inquiry set in for export to the 
West coast.

YorousMa.—The market had been very quiet, owing to the firmness 
of native dealers, and continued discouraging advices from the home 
side.

Skeggs and Cu.’s Circular saya:—The French 
mail left this on the 24th Jan., taking 444 bales, prior to which the 
bulk of the settlementa were made; prices for common Silk are slightly 
easier, the few remaining chops being held for quotations. The Chi- 
nese New Year commenced on the 29th Jan., and their festivities will 
no doubt be continued for ten or twelve days to come. Settlements 
for the fortnight 900 bales, against 1,000 bales in 1871-72. Settle- 
ments for the season about 52,000 bales, against 45,500 bales in 1871- 
72. Total export to date 51,546 bales, against 45,054 bales in 1871- 
72. Stock about 2,000 bales China, against 2,000 bales in 1871-72. 

Canton. — Little businesshad been transacted during the fortnight, the 
scttlements including only 50 bales and 70 boxes Re-recla, and prices 
were toa greal extent nominal. Total shipments to date showed an 
exceas of 3,100 bales over last season. The market for Re-reels was 
very unsatisfactory, and although the Silk was admitted to be foul, 
purchases continued; prices for these descriptions were higher.

OPENING OF KIUNG-CHOW AND NANKING. 

In the House of Commons on the 10th inst. Mr, Akroyd asked 
the Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs whether he could explain 
why tire ports of Kiung-chow, on the west coast of China, and Nan- 
king, on the Yangtsze Kiang, have not been formally opened by a 
Consul to British trade, according to the Treaty of Tientsin; and when 
it is intended to so open them. 

Lord Enfield said: The British Treaty of Tientsin contained no 
pee for opening Nanking to foreign trade. Under the 

rench Treaty we obtained this right by the most-favoured-nation 
clause ; but Mr. Wade reported fn 1868, when the revision of the 
Treaty was under discussion, that Nanking ‘ was hardly in a condition 
to assert itself asa port of trade,” and I believe the question has not 
since been raised. With regard to Kiung-chow, on tho island of 
Hainan, up to last year the prospec‘s of trade there were so uncertain 
that the expense of establishing a Consulate there was avoided, but an 
interpreter, with the rank of Vice-Consul, has been sent from Canton 
during the last twelve months to look after British interesta, and in all 
probability further arrangements will be made when the require- 
ments of the port in question have been more definitely ascertained.

THe nate Rev. Wintiam C. Burns.—The following extract from a 
recent letter of Rev. Hugh Cowie, Amoy, will be read with interest :— 
© Que of our American brethren has been recently on a health trip to 
the North of China, calling at Nieu-chwang among other places. On 
his return [ inquired of him whether he had visited Mr. Burns’s grave, 
and in what condition he had found it. He had visited it, and you will 
be glad to hear that it had every appearance of being well cared for. 
When Mr. Burns died there was as yet no cemetery for foreigners, his 
being the first death of a foreigner at that place. Since then the spot 
around his grave has been purchased and enclosed as a burying-place 
for foreigners ; and thus his resting-place is secured from injury or 
neglect. Lam sure that you and the many who esteemed and loved 
him will be glad to hear of this.” In connection with this a proposal 
has been made that at home some memorial of Mr. Burns should be 
erected, Beside the tablets of James Hamilton and Edward Irving in 
Regent-square Church is considered the most suitable locality for such 
a memorial, and the oftice-Learers of that congregation have cordially 
consented to the placing of a mural tablet there. The movement is 
under the auspices of Mr. Hugh M. Matheson, chairman of the Foreign 
Mission Committee 5 and the treasurer of the Burns’ Memorial Fund is 
Mr. Affleck Fraser, 6, Thornhill-square, London, N., to whom subscrip- 
tions not exceeding one guinea may be sent.

— “Tam here inthe northern part of Formosa, and, without attempting 
a description this time, [will simply state that Lam 190 miles away from 
the missionaries in the south, and through this whole region there is not

LIFE ASSURANCE IN CHINA. 

Ir all the more thoughtful part of the world could be 
polled on the question— What civil institution is it most 
“important to encourage?” we believe the vast majority 
would answer, Life Assurance. But, in order to develop and 
extend it fairly, it is necessary that it should be made as 
nearly as possible universal ; because every individual who 
effects an insurance, not only secures a positive benefit for 
himself, but confers one on the community, while every one 
who does not insure, subtracts something from the value of 
the system to those who do. Therefore, to debar any person 
or class of persons from insuring by demanding prohibitive 
rates is a positive injustice as well as most short-sighted 
policy. Yet this is the course which the offices persist in 
pursuing with reference to policies for the Far East, and this, 
too, in the most obstinate defiance of facts. We have before 
us the prospectuses of two large offices, whioh profess to lay 
themselves out for this class of business, and we have been 
so much struck with the inequality of the rates compared 
with those for Europe, that we inquired why they had not 
been reduced in proportion to the reduction in the risk. The 
only answer vouchsafed to us was, that “they were not pre- 
pared to make any reduction.” Now our readers will 
remember that in the reports of the health officers for the 
China ports for the last ten years, summarised in our columns 
not very long ago, the improvement in the sanitary condition 
of the residents was emphatically dwelt on by one and all. 
The death-rate had decreased, and epidemic and casual illness 
had been far less frequent. Shanghai was lately described 
by one who knows it well, as ‘one of the healthiest places 
in the world.” Yet all the sanitary improvements which 
have led to this beneficial result are put out of sight by the 
offices, and no corresponding reduction in the rate of pre- 
mium, as compared with the decrease of risk, is even so 
much as promised. This is manifestly unfair, and that it is 
founded on an arbitrary exercise of power, rather than’ a 
sense of justice, is apparent from the astounding fact that the 
game rates are charged for China and India. Now everybody 
who knows anything about the subject knows that, in point 
of healthiness, the China ports are immeasurably superior to 
those of India—to say nothing of the up-country stations in 
the latter, where every road teems with jungle fever. How 
marked a contrast is presented by the sole stipulation of the 
offices with regard to China—that insurers shall not go be- 
yond a certain distance from the Treaty Ports—exposes itself. 
Yet, in the tables, China and India are lumped together 
under the general head of the “ Hast” —with about as much 
reason as if Denmark and Siberia were bracketed in similar 
fashion under the head of the “ North.” 

Two facts are, therefore, clear—and both prove the gross 
injustice of the present exorbitant rates for China. First ; 
if the old rate for China was equitable, the present, owing 
to the improved conditions of health there, ought to be con- 
siderably modified. . Second ; if the rate for India is equit- 
able, that for China must be extortionate, having regard to 
the relative death-rate in the two countries. There is no 
way for the offices to get off either of the horns of this 
dilemma. But there is one fact which, if they were not blind 
to their own interests, directors could not fail to perceive. 
All the men who travel Eastward are “ picked lives.” Those 
who enjoy civil appointments are subjected to a medical 
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examination before they can pass; all who go out in 
service of mercantile firms are the very flower of our Eng- 
lish and Scottish youth. It is no exaggeration to say that 
they ride more and better, that they enjoy manly sports— 
—from cricket to boating, from the rifle match to the paper 
hant—in greater proportion to their numbers than young 
men of their station in any part of the United Kingdom. 
And it must not be forgotten that they are all selected from 
a class the most certain to develop to the utmost the consti- 
tutions of their sous—the upper middle class, in which the 
first object put before their sons is the responsibility of 
making their own way in the world. From these and many 
other considerations it is the height of injustice to deprive 
such hardy spirits of the benefit of life assurance, as the 
offices are undoubtedly now doing, by insisting on prohibi- 
tive rates. Nothing more is asked than a fair rate for a fair 
risk ; but the demand is one which cannot fail to be pressed, 
and, if the existing offices do not revise their tariff on equit- 
able calculations, there is little doubt that they will meet 
with the new competition which they are virtually inviting. 


Since writing the above we have received some correspond- 
ence on the subject, to which we shall refer in our next 
issue. 


SAIGON.—COCHIN CHINA. 

A PAMPHLET has been printed at Saigon, which is in 
fact an address to the King of Camspocia—whose name 
is Noropom THE First—by M. Freperic THomas- Ca- 
RAMAN, who points out to his Majesty his views as to 
the best means of developing the resources of his kingdom. 
As the work, though by no means unpractical, is very French 
in expression, and somewhat suggestive of the “ French 
Protectorate” of the whole of Cochin China, of which we 
have lately heard, it may be well to give a brief resume of 
M. THomas-CaRaman’s argument. Commencing by remind- 
ing his Majesty that the gigantic ruins of the cities of his 
country bear witness to the former greatness of the Empire 
of Khmer, and that its present decay is traceable only to 
its having been depopulated by war, he conjures him to 
restore it to its former greatness by raising a large loan, and 
applying it to the general purposes of agriculture and trade. 
He reminds him of the fertility of the soil, and dwells on 
the fact that not more than one-thirtieth part of it is 
at present under cultivation. The whole produce does 
not produce more than ten millions of piastres, of which 
one-tenth part constitutes the revenue. To turn this 
single million into thirty is M. THomas-CaRaMan’s “idea.” 
In order to effect this desirable object, all that his Ma- 
jesty has to do is to borrow three millions of piastres from 
“ his mother—France.” The author thinks there would be 
no difficulty in obtaining this sum from some Parisian Bank 
or Finance Company, at ten per cent.; and the lender is to 
supply European superintendents to carry out an improved 
system of agriculture, and the construction of sailing ships 
and steamers. 

“Your Majesty knows as well as J do”—says M. THOMAS- 
CaRAMAN, with characteristic modesty—“ that we cannot 
“ count on the co-operation of the Cambogians—at least for 
“gome length of time. I have had the honour of telling 
“you that before. We may, however, succeed in finding 
“ gome whom we can employ in spinning and other light 
“ work.” For hard labour, our author recommends the 
King to import a number of Chinese, who are to be made 
responsible for their work, and paid (as our new phrase runs) 
“ by results.” These people are to be collected into villages, 
under the direction of a neadman, for whose office J’rench 
exiles from Alsace and Lorraine are to have the preference. 
This last proposition seems to be the gist and pith of M. 
Tuomas-Caraman’s idea. From first to last he talks of no- 
thing but France—everything doit rester essentiellement 
Francais, How far this may be inspired from Versailles it 
is, of course, impossible to guess. The author writes some- 
times as if he were on terms of familiar intercourse with 
the King ; elsewhere he gives a list of financiers likely to 
advance the loan, to one of whom—M. Deniers, Manager 
of the Bank of France—he says he has already broached 
the subject. Following this is another list of legal advisers 
—rather an odd kind of contingent for an Oriental monarch 
to employ in the agricultural development of his dominions, 
by the way—and, at the head of this legal phalanx stands 


\the name of “ Leon Gambetta, avocat.” 
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.THE NEW PORTS IN CHINA. 

Lorp EnFiELp, in reply to Mr. AKRoyp, has stated, 
in the House of Commons, that an Interpreter, with the 
rank of Vice-Consul, had been sent from Canton to 
Kiungehow on Hainan, for the purpgse of representing 
British interests. Mr. ALLEN has been at Canton for some 
time, and has been nominated for the post, but only pro- 
ceeded to instal himself at that port by the last mail’s advices, 
In regard to Nanking, Lord Exrrexp stated that we were only 
entitled to trade at that port through the French Treaty and 
the favoured nation clause. The Treaty of Tientsin on the 
subject of ports on the Yangtsze says:—“ British mer- 
“chang, ships shall have authority to trade upon 
“the great river (Yangtsze). The upper and lower val- 
“Jey of the river being, however, disturbed by outlaws, 
“ no port shall be, for the present, opened to trade with the 
“ exoeption of Chinkiang, which shall be opened in a year 

“from the date of the signing of this Treaty. So soon as 
* peace shall have been restored British vessels shall also be 
“ admitted to trade at such ports as far as Hankow, not ox- 
“ceeding three in number, as the British Minister, after 
“ consultation with the Chinese Secretary of State, may de- 
“ termine shall be ports of entry and discharge.” Wé have 
at this moment only two ports, viz., Kiukiang and Hankow, 
in addition to Chinkiang, which, having been opened at 
once, we do not include in the “three” authorised on the 
completion of the peace (rebellion), and, moreover, if it is 
admitted that we have the right to Nanking, it is not of con- 
equence how we got it. But why we have not utilised it is of 
consequence. Lord Enrienp says that Mr. Wapbe reported 
in 1868 that Nanking was bardly in a condition to assert 
itself as a port. We presume the despatch in question 
was from the then Minister, Sir Rutraerrorp ALcooK, and 
not Mr. Wapr. With this opinion, however, we entirely 
disagree, and abundance of evidence can be produced to 
prove that Nanking was in 1868, and is now, in a condition 
to be opened to trade, and the absence of it is a great loss 
and inconvenience to our merchants. Even passengers going 
up and down in the Yangtsze steamers have to be dropt out 
at great risk into small boats to and from Nanking. The rea- 
son that merchants have not stirred in the matter more ac- 
tively, is that ever since the repudiation of Sir R. ALcock’s 
convention, it has been expected that our Government would 
proceed to the revision of the Treaty and Tariff, and it was not 
expedient to deal with Nanking and other claims per se. The 
“ Audience Question” has stopped the way to all these matters. 











THE QUEEN has appointed Mr. Joan Pore Hennessy, 
C.M.G., the late Governor of Labuan and of the West 
African Colonies, to be Governor of the Bahama Islands. 
Mr. Arruur N. Bircu, of the Colonial-office, will succeed

Brrow was formerly Colonial Secretary of British Columbia, 
and has recently been acting Lieutenant-Governor of 
Penang.

THE P. AND O. STEAMER “ VENETIA.” 

The P. and O. new steamer Venetia, en Angove, left the 
Clyde at 4 a.M. on 5th, rounded the Lizard 6th at 6 p.M., passed 
Dungeness 7th at 6 P.M, arrived Gravesend 8th at 3a.m. Ex- 
rienced strong winds and thick squalls, average speed 11.4. 
he loaded in the Victoria Docks about 2,0U0 tons general cargo, 
with £200,000 in gold, and left on Saturday, the 15th, at 2 
P.M. (the advertised time), drawing 20 feet. A good deal of cargo 
was shut out, as some shippers assumed that she could not get 
away on the day fixed. ‘The present managing directors of the 
company, however, hold p hear departures as a cardinal point. 
Some of the passengers trusted to joining her at Gravesend,

and nearly paid the penalty, as the weather became very rough, 
and boarding was by no means easy, to say nothing of the ex- 
treme discomfort of asmall boat. Whilst in the docks every one 
got on board in comfort. The Venetia was built by Messrs. 
Denny and Co., Dumbarton, is 2,725 tons, length 360 feet, beam 
38 feet, depth of hold 29 feet, with engines of 450-horse power, 
coal consumption about 30 tons per day. The finish of the 
vessel is superior to the Malwa, and among the new ideas intro- 
duced is a steam steering apparatus, by which the manual power 
necessary for so large a vessel is reduced to that of a boy, and a 
wheel about as large as a 50 ton yacht. As usual with the 
trial of such appliances it did not work very well at first, and 
got out of gear on the passage to Gravesend, the large wheel 
at the stern had to be manned with six hands. he Ve- 
netit has more cargo space and less passenger accommodation. 
The officers’ cabins, bath rooms, &c., &c., on the main deck, 
being cut off by a bulkhead, and the second-class cabins are 
more forward, with an entrance only from the upper or spar 
deck just abaft the forecastie. The appliances for taking in and 
discharging cargo are, we understand, in advance of any veasel 
yet. The Venetes carried a number of passengers, a list of whom 
will be found in our passenger columns. On arrival at Shanghai 
we believe she will proceed to Hankow, to load new teas for Lon- 
don direct. We congratulate Captain Angove on his appoint- 
ment ti such a magnificent vessel, and we take it that a large 
number of passengers in China will avail of so fine a ship and 
so popular a commander. 


THE FOREIGN LEGATIONS AT PEKING. 
(ILLUSTRATED LONDON NEWS CORRESPONDENT.) 


One satisfactory thing is the pleasing relations which exist between all 
the European Legations in Peking ; so that games and amusements, din- 
ners, and other social entertainments, go on in the most happy and agrec- 
able manner among them. Such intercourse is facilitated by their 
being all cluse to each other. Their position is inthe south part of the 
city, where the Embassics of the “Tribute-Bearing Nations” were 
located ; and perhaps there was some idea in the Chinese mind of 
making the Western Powers appear in that capacity by this arrange- 
ment. On the one side of the British Legation are the quarters of the 
Mongols, who come with tributes and presents; close to them is the 
Corean Embassy. . 

The British Legation was originally the palace of the Duke Liang, 
the representative descendant of “one of the thirty-three sons of the 
second Emperor of the dynasty ;” so that the proprietor is a member 
of the Imperial family—a sixth or seventh cousin of the reigning Em- 
peror. At the time the convention of 1860 was signed he was absent 
as commandant of one of the distant garrisons ; and, as Lord Elgin 
was leaving Peking, with the assistance of some of the chief authorities, 
a lease of his house was obtained. The sum agreed to as rent was 
1,000 taels, or something over £300, a-year. A Chinese Prince’s palace 
is more or less a miniature of the Imperial palace. The entrance faces 
the south, and you pass through a number of houses, none being above 
one story ; each has a high-sounding, celestial kind of title, and at the 
end is the principal building, “‘The Place of Serene Security,” or some 
such name—denoting the quarters occupied by the great man. All im- 
portant buildings of this kind have a couple of lions or griffins at the 
principal front ; the one on the east has a ball under his right paw, and 
the one on the west has a small animal under his left paw, the small 
animal looking not unlike a young griffin. All these places have been 
fitted up to adapt them for English usages and tastes. The principal 
drawing-room of the Legation is a very handsome room, and contains a 
large oil portrait of Her Majesty. 

The original name of the palace was Liang-Kung-Foo, or the palace 
of the Duke Liang ; ita name is now “Ta-Ying-Kwo-Foo"—Ta being 
equal to great, Ying is a contraction for Yinghili or England, Kwo is 
country, and Foo a palace. The Russian Legation is called Ta-Go-Kwe- 
Foo ; the Prussian, Ta-Poo-Kwo-Foo ; and the American, Ta-Mei-Kwo- 
Foo. These names give a curious example of the way in which foreign 
words are muddled when reproduced by the Chinese. 

The British Legation occupies a piece of ground about three acres 
in extent, which is surrounded by a high wall, and, according to theory, 
is British soil. It contains the official residence of the Minister at 
Peking, with offices for his secretaries, interpreters, and others. There 
are also residences within the walls for all the staff connected with the 
Legation. There are, too, half-a-dozen men of a semi-military character 
known as the “ escort,” who have houses for themselves and families. 
Some buildings were put up about three years ago which are known as 
the “ students’ quarters.” Young gentlemen coming out for the Chinese 
service have to pass the first years of their time in acquiring a know- 
ledge of the language. This they do under native teachers; and these 
premises were erected to accommodate the students. Another quarter 
contains the stabling for horses belonging to all'these people. There 
are also a “ fives court,” a billiard-room, a bowling-alley, and a roofless 
house which was at one time used as a theatre. A skating-pond is 
being constructed, for the frost will soon enable the people to enjoy 
themselves on the ice. There are no amusements in Peking fit for 
Europeans, hence the necessity for all these arrangements. The British 
Legation has also a reading-room for newspapers and other journals. 
The students have a very good library of Chinese and Asiatic works, 
which forms a good reading-room for them. Add to all this the ladies, 
the children, and the numerous staff of Chinese servants, and it appears 
that there is a little nation by itself in a small world of its own within 
these walls. 

Mr. T. F. Wade, C.B., our present Minister at Peking, is a well-known 
Chinese scholar, and one of the highest repute. His knowledge of the 
lengua and of the thousands of characters in which it is expressed is 
unequalled by any man living. This is admitted even by the Chinese 
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literati as being equally true in relation to themselves. Up to 1865 
some buildings on the southern side of the Legation were held by the 
hospital in connection with the Lundon Missionary Society, at that time 
under the charge of Dr. Lockhart ; but it was found necessary to get 
more accommodation for the staff of the Legation, and in the year above 
mentioned Sir R. Aleock knocked down the wall and included the 
hospital buildings. The hospital was at that tine removed to another 
part of the city, and is still doing active work, under the charge of Dr. 
Dudgeon. 











SEAMEN DESERTERS. 
(To the Editor of The London and China Telegraph.) 

Sir,—Two cases have occurred here lately of interest to ship- 
owners, and I think of sufficient importance to attract your atten- 
tim. The first was Reg. v. Dowdy, when the former captain of 
the Titania, but now of the Cheops, was summoned before Sir F. 
Hornby for illegally leaving behind a seaman named Charles 
Dunn, from the Tita, in February, 1872. This man suddenly 
left the Titania the day before she left, and went to hospital, 
complaining of being ill, but was only under treatment on board 
for something not scrious. The captain states that he reported 
the man’s absence at the Consulate, but the shipping clerk denies 
that he did so. Tho man, after bandying about for two months 
between the hospital and the Sailors’ Home, and frequently drunk, 
was sent home as a destitute subject by one of ITolt’s stoamers. 
On reaching Hong Kong, the captain of the Titania had him 
arrested, and the magistrate sentenced him to twelve weeks’ im- 
prisonment. He was released on a telegram from Shanghai, Oo 
arrival here, in the Cheops, Captain Dowdy was brought up and 
sentenced to a fine of £5, and costs, although the case had already 
been decided by the Board of ‘Trade at home against the man. 

The next case is the question of fees for medical certificates 
for sick seamen left behind. The Merchant Shipping Act lays 
down that a medical certificate is to be produced, which must 
allude to any legally-qualificd medical practitioner ; but although 
certificates are granted and presented at the Consulate, the ship- 
ping clerk, Mr. Tapp, acting under instructions from the Consul, 
refuses to discharge any man until another certificate from the 
Consular doctor is had. for which the said clerk charges the ship 
five taels, or thirty shillings. ‘This is clearly a fraud on owners of 
ships, who are only required by law to produce one certificate— 
not two. The Consul considers the medical man attending the 
ship to be biassed, but considers the doctor who is paid to attend 
the Consulate unbiassed, but makes the ship pay the second fee, 
or detains the ships’ papers until this illegal impost is paid. This 
case has been referred to the President of the Board of Trade for 
decision, in the case of the steamer Scotland, just sailed for Japan, 
when the captain was compelled to pay for a second certificate by 
Mr. Tapp, shipping clerk, in defiance of an Act of Parliament to 
the contrary. I forward a paper containing some particulars of 
@ remonstrance against some intemperate remarks of Sir Kdmund 
Hornby on the Bench, in the case Reg. v. Dowdy, reflecting on 
professional men without any just cause. 

T enclose papers with the letters, in case of Reg. v. Dowdy, 
which will explain more fully. The Board of Trade distinction 
cannot override an Act of Parliament, and the Consul is clearly 
in the wrong in levying the fee.—Your obedient servant,

Monetary and Commereial, 
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An interesting case is reported in the last Penang Gu:zette be- 
tween Messrs, Friedrichs and Messrs. Fraser and Gy. for breach 
of contract. It appears that Messrg. Fraser and Co. granted @ 
shipping order for a quantity of tin and other merchandise by the 
steamer Thales, for London, and that vessel not calling there, 
the plaintiffs had to engage freight in another steamer at an ad- 
vanced rate, and very properly sought to be indemnified for the 
loss, the amount being $735. It is surprising that Messrs. 
Fraser and Co. should have resisted the claim. What would ba 
the utility of issuing a shipping order if it were not binding ? 

The sum of £200,000 in bar gold was taken from the Bank on 
the 12th inst. for Japan, on account of the last loan. 


The prospectus of the new Atlantic Cable Company, which has 
been talked of for some time, has been issued. The name of the 
company is the Direct United States Cable Company (Limited) ; 
the capital is to be £1,300,000, in 65,000 £20 shares, and the 
board isa very strong one. ‘The cable, 3,060 nautical miles in 
length, will be manufactured by Messrs. Siemens Brothers, and 
will be laid from the coast of Ircland to a pvint on the coast of 
New Hampshire, where it will join the wires of the American land 
telegraphs. It is stated that ‘the representatives of the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific Telegraph Company (land lines) of America, and 
the Franklin Telegraph Company of America have promised that 
those companies shall cnter into working arrangements with this 
company on the basis of an interchange of business,” and that the 
relations with these companies and their connection will immedia- 
tely secure complete and ready working communication with all 
the principal cities of the United States and Canada. The sum 
to be paid for the cable is £1,211,000, being largely in excess of 
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the cost of any one of the existing cables. The tariff is. jd at 
3s. per word, but a reduction from this rate is promised. 

Ata meeting of the Telegraph Construction and Maintenance 
Company (Limited), a dividend of 10 per cent. was declared, 
making, with the amount already paid, 15 per cent. for the year, 
free of income-tax. 

At a meeting of the Board of the Anglo-Indian Tea Company 
it was resolved to declare an interim divideud for the half-year 
ending the 23rd February last, at the rate of 10 per cent. per 
annum. ; 

The first dividend on the estate of Messrs. Gledstanes will be 
1s., which will probably be declared by the liquidators without a 
meeting of creditors on the estate. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Compiny’s steamer 
Massilia, which left Southampton March 13, was, in gold—to 
Yokohama, £50,470 ; to Singapore, £5,000; to Galle, 5,900 ; in 
silver—to Yokohama, £150,238 ; to Shanghai, £29,930 ; to Hon, 
Kong, £2.000; t» Singapore, £30.000; to Penang, £4,109 ; total, 
in gold, £60,470 ; in silver, £216,263. The P. and O. Company's 
steamer Venetia, which left London on the 18th, via S.C., took 
£200,000 in gold to Yokohama. 

Bar silver has slightly declined in value, the current quota- 
tion being 5931 per oz. Mexicin dollars are quiet. The old 
coinage remains at 624d. per oz., but the uew has decliued to 
594d. per oz.

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THE CIVIL SERVICE ESTIMATES.—CHINA, JAPAN, 
_ AND THE FAR EAST. 

The Civil Service Estimates for the financial year commencin; 
on the 31st inst., and ending with March, 1874, have been issued. 
The grand total of these Estimates, inclusive of the amount re. 
‘quired for the Post office Packet and Telegraph Services, is 

18,419,698, being an increase of £414,625 upon those for the 
year just closing, which amounted to £17,975,073. The increase 
occurs on the following votes :—Class II., £107,281 ; class III., 
£131,831 ; clags V., ‘£5,399 ; class VI. £2,668. On the other 
hand there are three votes showing a decrease, viz. :—Olass I., 
£34,305 ; class IV., £55,909 ; class VIL., £30,919. The votes in 
the various classes are as follows :— 


Class I.— Pablic Works and Buildings, £1,331,763, against 
£1,868,067 the previous year. 

Class 11.—Salaries and Expenses of Public Departments, £2,003,383, 
against £1,896, 102. 

‘Class I11.—Law and Justice, £4,136,585, against £4,004,754. 

Cless IV. —Education, Science, and Art, £2,440,442, against 
£2,496,851. 

Class V.—Colonial, Consular, aod other Foreign Services, £601,674, 
against £596, 275. 

Class VI.—Superannuation and Retired Allowances, &c., £527,674, 
against £525,006. 

Class VII.— Miscellaneous, Special, and Temporary Objects, 
£26,237, against £57,156. 3 

Revenue Departments, Packet and Telegraph Service, £7,351,941, 
against £7,083,362.

Turning from the general summary of the figures presented to 
those which specially refer to the Far Hast, and commencing 
with the Diplomatic Service, we find votes of £6,000 for Her 
Majesty’s Minister Plenipotentiary in China, of £800 for the 


Secretary of Legation, of £800 for the Chinese Secretary, of £420 P 


for the Assistant and Accountant, and of £600 for the Surgeon. 
These figures present no variation from the last estimates, with 
the exception of the salary of the official holding the office of 
Assistant and Accountant, which is £20 above that for last 
year—£400—in accordance with the regulation which prescrihes 
that he shall receive an annual increase of £20 up to £500. We 
may here state that a sum of £2,800, being one-third of the net 
expenditure upon the Diplomatic Service in China, is contributed 
by the Indian Government and paid into the Exchequer. Another 
estimated source of revenue is comprised in the Fines, Fees, and 
other casual receipts connected with the Consular Service, which 
are calculated at £9,000 for China and Japan. As regards Japan, 
the figures present totals of £4,000 for the Minister, £800 for the 
Secretary of Legation, and £700 for the Japanese Secretary. 
These amounts differ in no respect from those for the past year. 
The salaries of the assistants, é&cc., are included under one total 
for all Legations. . 

We come next to the Consular Services, which, as regards 
China, figure for the following amounts :—

The total is £11,600, which is the same as last year. The total 
required for Vice-Consuls is likewise the same as in the last Esti- 
mates, viz., £4,050, the details being Shanghai, Kiukiang, and 
Whampoa, each £760, Canton £700, Pag Island, Foochow, 
£600, and Taku £500. 

The remaining charges for the China Consular Service may be 
thus summed up :—Assistants £6,900—namely, six first-class at 
£400, a like number of second-class at £350, and eight third-class 
at £300 each, there being no change under this head. The amount 
required for interpreters is also the same, £5,500. Writers and 
Linguists figure for £2,874, an increase of £352, created chiefly 
by the appointment of officials of this class at Tamsui (£178) 
and Kiungchow (£76) ; Student Interpreters for £3,150 ; teachers 
for Student Interpreters for £459, and Shipping Clerk at Shanghai 
for £400; the three last-named items standing precisely as in 

fe previous estimates. Passing on we find an estimated amount 
WN yuired for “ Wages and allowances to Gaolers, Constables, 
‘Watchmen, Boatmen, Porters, Coolies, and others employed in 
public services” of £4,802, an increase of £162 on the last esti- 
mate, which was £4,640. 

_ This section of the Estimates concludes with number of 
items which are termed “Incidental Expenses.” These are 
headed by the Consular-office expenses, viz., Oanton and Shang- 
hai £275 each, Swatow, Amoy, oochow, Ningpo, Hankow, and 
Tientsin £100 each, Newchwang, Chefoo, Kiukiang, and Taiwan 
£75 each; Pagoda Island, Whampoa, Tamsui, and Taku £40 
each ; total £1,610, against £1,685, a decrease of £75. Then 
follow estimates for Legation Guards and Escort at Peking, £525 ; 
outfit and travelling expenses for Consular Officers and Student

Interpreters, £3,000; printing and stationery, £480 (decrease 
£20) ; postages, £600 (decrease £50); contributions in aid of 
Church establishments, £359 (increase £159, an amount appor- 
tioned to meet some outstanding payments on account of the 
Church at Hankow); allowances for purchase of coal, £305 ; 
Consular Prison expenses, £750 (decrease £250) ; Medical at-

£150. Except where otherwise stated these amounts are the 
same as appeared in the Estimates for 1872-73. 

The estimated cost of the Japan Consular Service presents a 
total of £13,254, an increase of £89, the total for the t year 
having been £13,165. The amount required for Consuls is £3,500, 
against £4,200, the Consulate at Ni o-e-gata, which figured for £800, 
having been reduced to a Vice-Consulate, and £100 having been 
added to the salary of the Consul at Kanagawa. The amounts now 
appearing are, Hiogo £1,000, Nagasaki £900, Hakodadi and 
Kanagawa each £800. The Vice-Consulate at Yedo is set down 
at £600, an increase of £100 ; those at Yedo and Ne-e-gata for 
corresponding amounts, the total charge for Vice-Consulates being 
£1,900, against £1,100. The remaining charges on account of 
the Japan Service are as follows :—First-class Assistants, two at 
£500, two at £400, £1,800 (increase, £100); Second-class 
Assistants, four at £300, £1,200; Interpreter’s Allowances to 
Assistants, £500 ; Student Interpreter’s, £800 (decrease £100) ; 
Japanese Interpreter and Translator, £500 ; Medical Officer, £500; 
Writers and Linguists, £520 (increase £36) ; Gaolers, Constables, 
&c., £2,133 (increase £667). We then arrive at the “Incidental Ex- 

nses,” which include the following items :—Pay of Legation Es- 
cort, £958; Allowances to Consular Officials for outfit and travel- 
ling, £1,500 (increase £1,000); printing and stationery, £200 
(increase £20) ; poritess £150 (increase £50); contribution 
towards church establishments, £400; allowances for office 
expenses, £650 (decrease £20) ; allowances for coal, £2,475 
(decrease £525) ; prison expenses, £300 (decrease £100) ; medi- 
cal attendance, £200; relief of distressed British subjects, £100. 

The estimate for the Supreme Cours of China and Japan 
resents a total of £8,101, against £8,076 an increase of £25, 
the Law Clerk receiving £725 instead of £700. The remaining 
charges under this head present no variation, being as follows :— 
Judge, £3,500 ; Deputy Judge, £1,200; Law Secretary, £750 ; 
Chief Clerk, £350; Clerk for Civil Causes, £400; Criminal 
Clerk and Assistant Clerk, each £306; Chief Usher, £200; 
Chief Constable, £164, and Messengers, drc., £200. 

The special oxpenditure set down for the Consular Establish- 
ment in Siam presents the following items :—Consul-general, 
£1,200 ; interpreter, £500 ; first assistant, £400 ; second assistant, 
£350; medical attendant, £300 ; one student interpreter, £200 ; 
writers, £58; and gaolers, constables, &c, £417. The total amounts 
to £3,425, which is £300 less than in the last estimates, the de- 
crease being occasioned by the reduction of the medical officer’s 


| salary from £400 to £300, and the withdrawal of one student 


interpreter. 

The differences existing between the present and the last esti- 
mates in the expenditure upon the Consular Services in China, 
Japan, and Siam, may be readily appreciated from the following 
recapitulation of the figures of which we have given the details 
above :—Salaries, Allowances, and Wages, are charged £63,236, 
against £62,789, an increase of £447 ; Outfits and Travelling ex- 
penses £4,750, against £4,250, an increase of £500; Incidental 
expenses £4,700, against £5,700, a decrease of £1,000 ; Postages 
£800, against £700, au increase of £100 ; Chapels and Chaplains 
£759, against £600, an increase of £159 ; Prison expenses £1,200 
against £1,500, a decrease of £300. The following items figure 
for the same amounts as in the last estimates: —Legation Escort 
and Guards £2,883 ; Prioting and Stationery £700 ; Medical at- 
tendance £1,400, and relief of distressed British subjects £250. 
A charge of £63 for rent which appeared in the last isnot made in 
the present estimates. The grand total of the Estimates for the 
Consular Services in the Far East is £80,678, showing a reduction 
of £157, the total of the lasc Estimates having been £80,835. 

Other places in the Far East, the charges for which are not in- 
cluded in the total given above, figure for the following sums :— 
Manila Consul, £1,100 ; Vice-Consul, £300; Allowance for Rent, 
Office Expenses, &c., £200 ; Vice-Consul, Sual, £400; Batavia 
Consul, £200 ; Borneo, Consul General, £300 ; Allowance, £200. 
There is no sum allowed for a paid Consul at Saigon, but an 
amount of £400 appears as an allowance for office expenses, &c., 
against £150 last year, this being the only alteration in this sec- 
tion of the Estimates. 

The sums required this year, on account of Consular buildings 
in China ead apan, amount to £33,094, being for building, re- 
pairs, contingencies, and office expenses, £25,000 ; rents of 
tion and Consular buildings, £6,233 (£2,232 China, £4,001 Japan) 
and allowances for house rent to otfcers of the Supreme Court 
£1,861. Thisis £8,792 less than tae estimate for 1871-72, which 
was £41,886. 

Under the head of “Special Expenditure on Account of Out- 
fita, ending 31st March, 1872,” are sums of £2,000 for Mr. Wade, 
H.B.M’s Minister, £270 for Mr. E. B. Malet, Secretary of Lega- 
tion, and £180 for Mr. W. F. Mayers, Chinese Secretary at 
Peking. Under the head of “Grants in aid of Expenditure in 
certain Colonies” appear amounts of £800 paid to Sir R. @. 
Macdonnell, and £800 paid to Sir A. E, Kennedy as allowance 


for passage money.

MAJOR CROSSMAN’S STATEMENTS. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sir,—I have read with considerable surprise the remarks 
regarding Tientsin that Major Crossman has thought proper to- 
make in his a on the Consular Service, published in your 
impression of the 25th October. Major Crossman says :—‘ Here 
the Chinese have nearly driven the foreigners out of the field ;, 
several houses have become bankrupts within the last two years ; 
only four British firms are now left.” I admit that foreigners. 
are now exposed to a keen competition from the Chinese, but 
beyond this there is no truth in the above statement. Only two- 
bankruptcies (one, that of a British firm) occurred in this 
port during the period referred to, and those happened, 
too, in @ great‘crisis, during which houses in Shanghai and 
Hong Kong were falling almost every day. It is true that 
some houses have closed their establishments here, but not 
through being “bankrupts,” but from the partners having 
realised an ample independence and preferring to return home ; 
one or two others, too, have transferred their business to other 
markets. Major Crossman states that there are only four British 
firms left. At the time he wrote there were seven. At the present 
moment the same number exists (not counting two storekeepers), 
most of whom have been established here since the opening of 
the ports to foreign residents. Major Crossman further adds 
that “the whole of the British mercantile community consists of 
ten people.” Does he wish the reader to infer from this that 
there are only ten persons entitled, in time of need, to the pro- 
tection of the English Consul? If that is the opinion of the 
committee by whose authority this report is published, the sta- 
tistics with reference to the number of British residents in this 
port that are annually forwarded by the Consulate here will 
certainly refute the statement. As regards Major Cross. 
man’s remark, “a railway from Chefoo to Tientsin, is, I think, 
one of the first most worthy of attention,’ I fear that 
the gallant Major’s knowledge of the geography of China 
is about equal to his information in other particulars, for 
@ more aaliaupy suggestion could not possibly have beeg 
made. By sea Tientsin is about 200 to 220 miles distant from 
Chefoo, and steamers can travel from one port to the other in 
about 30 hours, including the six hours passage on the river to 
and fro the bar at Taku. By land the distance is fully 450 miles, 
round a circuitous sea-board, and through a country presenting, 
in various places, the most formidable difficulties to engineering 
operations. 

I am not much acquainted with one of the other ports included 
in Major Crossman’s observations, but I believe I am expressing 
the opinion of most of the gentlemen here in stating that if his 
remarks thereon resemble his statements regarding this port, a 
greater amount of ignorance and impertinence has rarely been 
exhibited in any document countenanced by official authority.—

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HE ROYAL ‘GEOGRAPHICAL SOCIETY.—PAPER 
ON FORMOSA. 

At the meeting of the Royal Geographical Society on the 10th inst 
—the president, Sir H. Rawlinson, in the chair—a paper on ‘A 
Journey in Southern Formosa” was read by Mr. J. Thomson, who, 
aboat two years since, had visited that island. He had landed at the 
harbour of Takow, which is shallow and difficult of approach, but 
which, he thinks, might be improved by dredging, so as to form one 
of the finest harbours in the China Sea. Apes Hill, so called from 
troops of apes resembling the ourang-outang who inhabit its summit, 
towers over the north side of the harbour to the height of about 1,000 
feet. After visiting this pert he again embarked, and landed at 
Taiwan, the capital of Formosa, further te the north. The country 
close to the capital is colonised hy emigrants from the north of China, 
and forther inland, among the hills, live the aboriginal inhabitants of 
the country, known as Whangs, whom Mr. Thomson also visited. 

rom the hills where these people live Mr. Thomson and his com- 
jon had a view of the central ridge of mountains, which are not 
visible from the sea, being hidden by clouds of dust from the plains, 
or in the wet season by vapour. The language of the aborigines re- 
sembles that of the Malays; their dress was much like that of the 
Chinese mountaineers. Religious reform seems to have penetrated 
into these distant regions, for the ancient religion of the tribesia dying 
out, and the people seemed ashamed to let their old household gods be 


geen. 

Admiral Collinson said that though the island was in sight of the 
Chinese shore, yet the Chinese had no account of it before about 1430, 
when they mention the natives 98 they now exist, so that thisisland was 
peopled by tribes of the Malay race. After the Chinese had asgumed 
shefrale of the island, the Japanese drove them out, and subsequently. 
the Dutch, in about 1620, settled at Takow, whence they were driven, 
in 1660, by a Chinese pirate. Admiral Collinson went on to describe 
what he had seen on the east side of the island, which is not occupied 
by the Chinese. At one point at the north end of the island he had 
seen a junk taking in coal, and there he had examined the coal mines 
which were near the sea and easily worked, labour being alao readily 
obtained in the neighbourhood. He remarked that the value of Mr. 
Thomson’s paper was mach enhanced by the numerous beautiful pho- 

phs which he had taken on the spot, which introduced ug not 
only to the ecenery but to the natives. 

Mr. Winchester, late Consul in China, said he had taken great 
interest in Formosa, and considered ita productions most valuable to 
our commerce, but the great difficulty was that of good harbour accom- 
modation. : 

Mr. Margary had resided two years in the northern end of Formosa, 
at the harbour of Tameui, near to which the hills were fall of coal of 
excellent quality. Our vice-consul then lived in a house which had 
been in former days a Dutch fort. The speaker himself had been in 
it when it had moved and rocked from the shock of an earthquake. 
An acquaintance of his, a merchant, Mr. Dodd, who had made a tea 
trade in Formosa, had been for some months among the savages, who 
were reported to be cannibala; they had shown, however, no desire 
to eat him, though they had wanted him to marry the daughter of 
a chief. : 

The President said it was satisfactory to see that now there would 
be no chance of such an imposture succeeding as that of Psalmanazar, 
whose history and invented language of Formoss had been telieved in 
for some years about acentury since. He stated that a moat valuable 
report on the coalfields of China had been prepared, which he hoped 
would ere long be brought before the society. These coalfields were 
about 400,000 square miles in extent. The next meeting of the 
society would be on that evening fortnight, when he intended to read 
some notes on the province of Khiva and the roads by which the 
Russian forces might advance. 





THE NEW ATLANTIC CABLE. 

The Great Fastern, now lying in the Medway, has received on board 
the whole of the deep sea section of the new Atlantic cable. Already, 
there have been four cables laid, three of them being in successfal 
operation at this moment. The firat of these three, laid and broken 
in 1865, picked up and completed in 1866; and the second, laid in 
1866, from Valentia, in Kerry, to Newfoundland, belong to the 
Atlantic Telegraph Company and to the Anglo-American Telegraph 
Company. The third, laid in 1868, from Brest to New York, belongs 
to the Société da Cable Transatlantique Frangais. The new cable is 
the property of the same company, and it is intended to lay it in the 
Iast days of May and the beginning of June, the great ship being 
appointed to leave her moorings on the 20th of May. There is this 
peculiarity about the new cable—that, although nominally the property 
of a French company, in which, however, there is a good deal of 
English capital, the wires will both leave and enter British soil. The 
pent of deporture is the same as that of the Indian cable—a place 
calied Germoe, on the north side of Mount’s Bay, Cornwall. This 

of Mount’s Bay is sheltered from all the heaviest seas, and is, 
indeed protected from twenty-five points of the compaas, the remaining 
seven covering an area in which; no great run of sea can be got up, 
however heavy the gale. The cable will be landed at Freshwater 
Cove, in Halifax harbour, on a piece of land in the occupation of the 
War Office, by which leave to use the cove has been granted. There 
will then be laid a branch cable from Freshwater Cove to Hog Island, 
near the end of Long Island, and only fifteen miles from Sandy Hook, 
nor much more from Brooklyn. The Halifax to Hog Island section 
and the shore ends will be conveyed in three vessela—the Hibernia, 
of 2,000 tons; the Hdinburgh, of 3,000 tons, and the La Plata, of 
about 1,800 tons; and if nothing goes wrong the fourth cable will be 
working to New York by the 20th of June next. 

The new cable differs somewhat from any of those hitherto laid, 

either to America or elsewhere. . There are seven No. 18 gauge copper

wires, twiated in a spiral, and weighing 300lbs. per nautical mile, and 
these are covered with four coats of gutta-percha, with thin layers of 
Chatterton’s compound, this ameunting to 400lbs. per knot. The 
diameter of each wire is -0,048 inch; of the strand, ‘0,146 inch, and 
of the wire and gutta-percha and componnd ‘0,464 inch. This core is 
served with hemp, and the hemp is again protected by ten wires drawn 
from homogeneous iron, each wire being awathed in five yarns of 
Manila hemp laid on spirally, with a tarry compound to preserve it. 
So far the cable,is not dissimilar to those of 1865 and 1866, and is 
almost identical with that of the French cable of 1868; but it is 
sensibly larger, and the difference is owing to two servings of jute 
yarn wound on in contrary directions, and covered with two coats of 
Latimer Clark’s preservative compound. The cable weighs nearly two 
cwt. per knot more than the previous cables; but it is even stronger 
in proportion, and is calculated to last at least twice as long under 
the same conditions. The cable is coiled down under water in the 
same tanks which have thrice done duty across the Atlantic, and there 
is now a fourth tank constructed quite close to the stern, capable of 
taking another five hundred miles of cable. The Great EK 

when she starts in May, will have 145 hands in the sailing depart- 
ment, and 500 hands all told, including electricians, engineers, cable 
hands, &c. Her old chief officer, Mr. Thompson, late in command of 
the National steam ship Zgypé, will return to her for this voyage. 
Mr. Welch, now acting chief, will continue second officer; Mr. J. C. 
Laws will be the electrician in charge on board; Mr. Oliver Smith 

being at present in charge of the cable; and Captain Halpia will not 

only command and navigate the big ship, but will act as engineer of 

the cable department, while he will further be virtually commodore of 
the squadron engaged in the task. 








BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for February have been issued. 
The ex ports of British and Irish produce and manufactures again 
show a considerable increase. The amount for the month is 
£20,333,806 as compared with £18,529,816 for the corresponding 
month of last year, an increase of £1,800,000, or about 10 
cent. on the total in the corresponding month of last year, and of 
nearly 33 per cent. on that of February, 1871. Of cotton yarns 
the shipments show an increase of 14 per cent. in value and 83 
per cent. in quantity, while in piece-goods there has been an in- 
crease of about 10 per cent. both in value and quantity. As re- 
gards other articles, the increase has been 24 per cent. in earthen- 
ware, 5 per cent. in haberdashery, 13 per cent. in hardware, 21 
per cent. in machinery, 6 per cent. in linen piece-goods, and 14 
in woollen cloths. As regards imports, the diminution apparent 
in January has been continued in February, the decrease now 
being from £28,711,979 in February, 1872, to £27,619,517 in 


-February, 1873, or nearly 4 per cent. The principal diminution 


is in the imports of cotton, which show a decline from 
£7,216,475 to £5,43(,261, or about £1,786,000. The decline is 
chiefly in American cotton. The corn imports, however, ha ve in- 
creased from £1,188,380 to £2,038,978.
